SUMMARY 

MAURITANIAN PRESIDENT OULD DADD AH ON APRIL 28 COMPLETED FIVE- 
DAY VISIT TO TOGO. AS FIRST ARAB CHIEF OF STATE EVER TO VISIT 
HERE, HE RECEIVED RED CARPET TREATMENT. PUBLIC STATEMENT AND 
JOINT COMMUNIQUE STRESSED PROGRESS OF TWO NATIONS TOWARD 
ECONOMIC AND CULTURAL INDEPENDENCE AND AFRO- ARAB BOND, AS WELL 
AS SIMILARITY OF AIMS AND EXPERIENCES OF TOGO'S AND MAURI- 
TANIA'S UNIQUE POLITICAL PARTIES. GENERAL COOPERATION AGREEMENT 
AND ACCORDS FOR "JOINT COMMISSION," COMMERCIAL RELATIONS, AND 
FREE MOVEMENT OF PEOPLE AND GOODS BETWEEN TWO COUNTRIES WERE 
SIGNED. HIGHLIGHT OULD DADDAH VISIT WAS HIS ATTENDANCE AT 
TOGOLESE INDEPENDENCE DAY CELEBRATION APRIL 27.

1. GOT PULLED OUT ALL STOPS TO IMPRESS ITS FIRST VISITING ARAB

CHIEF OF STATE, MAURITANIA'S PRESIDENT OULD DADDAH. FROM LATTER'S 
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ARRIVAL HERE APRIL 23 UNTIL HIS DEPARTURE YESTERDAY, THEMES 
OF AFRO-ARAB UNITY AND ECONOMIC AND CULTURAL INDEPENDENCE WERE 
DOMINANT. FIRST EVENT WAS WELCOME CEREMONY APRIL 24 AT TOGO'S 
PARTY HOME "MAISON DU RPT." HUGE AUDITORIUM WAS MORE THAN THREE- 
QUARTERS OCCUPIED BY " ANIMATEURS " OR PARTY YOUTH. CONTENT OF 
THEIR SONGS AND DANCES WAS ESSENTIALLY PRAISE OF EYADEMA. 

BOTH PRESIDENTS SPOKE, OULD DADDAH FOR HALF HOUR WITHOUT NOTES. 
LATTER SAID SOME THINGS TO SUPPORT HIS CALL FOR CULTURAL IN- 
DEPENDENCE WHICH, IN EYES OF WESTERN AMBASSADORS PRESENT, 

WERE INAPPROPRIATE. BRITISH AMBASSADOR IN PARTICULAR, STILL 
SMARTING FROM ABSENCE OF GOT MINISTERS FROM QUEEN S BIRTHDAY 
RECEPTION TWO DAYS EARLIER, DESCRIBED OULD DADDAH'S REMARKS 
TO AMBASSADOR AS "DESCENT INTO GUTTER." ACTUALLY, AS WE SEE IT, 

OULD DADDAH SIMPLY WAS PLAYING TO CROWD HE WAS GIVEN. MOREOVER, 
GOT PRESIDENT EYADEMA HAD MADE MUCH IN HIS ADDRESS OF SIMILARITY 
OF "RASSEMBLEMENT DU PEUPLE TOGOLAIS" AND MAURITANIAN PEOPLE'S 
PARTY. 

3. OULD DADDAH DECLARED MAURITANIA WOULD BE REPRESENTED IN LAGOS 
NEXT MONTH TO DISCUSS BIRTH OF ECOWAS. HE EMPHASIZED THIS WOULD 
NOT REPRESENT REPUDIATION OF GOM'S COMMITMENTS TO CEAO. HE ALSO 
SAID GOM CONTEMPLATING IDEA OF REGIONAL GROUPING OF STATES, 

PART OF WHOSE TERRITORY IS IN SAHARA. HE NOTED IN THIS 
CONNECTION UTILITY OF ORGANIZATION FORMED BY SAHELIAN COUNTRIES 
TO STUDY AND COPE WITH DROUGHT. 

4. ENTERING INTO SPIRIT OF TOGO'S NATIONAL MYTH OF "SARAKAWA," 

OULD DADDAH ALLUDED TO FAILURE OF "ASSASSINATION ATTEMPT," 

I.E., AGAINST EYADEMA, AND SAID "THOSE WHO TRY TO KILL US 
BEFORE OUR APPOINTED TIME DO NOT SUCCEED." HE TIED THIS CONVEN- 
IENTLY TO THIRD-WORLD REVOLUTION AND LIBERATION. 

5. MAURITANIAN PRESIDENT DREW APPLAUSE WITH COMMENT THAT CULTURAL 
WAS WORSE THAN ECONOMIC DOMINATION. HE ALSO 

SUGGESTED THAT WHEN EUROPE WAS STRUGGLING WITH DIFFICULTIES OF 
MIDDLE AGES, AFRICAN EMPIRES WERE AT THEIR APEX AND EUROPE 
WAS ILLUMINATED NOT ONLY FROM EAST BUT ALSO FROM AFRICA. HE 
ACKNOWLEDGED, ON OTHER HAND, THAT EUROPEANS HAD 
BEQUEATHED SOME POSITIVE ASPECTS OF COLONIALIZATION SUCH AS 
THEIR LANGUAGES, "EVEN WHEN THESE LANGUAGES OFTEN 
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KILL OURS, KILL OUR CULTURES AND DEPERSONALIZE US." 

6. ALL COM'S EXCEPT NEW DEAN, FRENCH AMBASSADOR ROUDIE, WERE 
"DISINVITED" TO GALA STATE DINNER FOR PRESIDENT AND MRS. OULD 
DADDAH ON APRIL 24. NO EXPLANATION GIVEN BY FONMIN PROTOCOL 
WHEN THEY TELEPHONED EARLY THAT MORNING TO SAY DIPLOMATIC CORPS 
WAS "EXCUSED" FROM ATTENDING. (WE HAD RECEIVED INVITATIONS ONLY 
TWENTY-FOUR HOURS EARLIER.) INTERESTING NEW FEATURE OF DINNER 
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WAS EXCHANGE OF TOASTS. HERETOFORE, PARTY ' ANIMATION' 1 HAS HELD 
SPOTLIGHT, WITH NO TOASTS. 

7. OULD DADDAH REMAINED FOR TOGOLESE INDEPENDENCE DAY 
CELEBRATION APRIL 27, IN WHICH VISITING NORTH KOREAN DEPUTY PRIME 
MINISTER DJEN DJUN KI ALSO GIVEN PLACE OF HONOR BESIDE EYEDEMA. 
FESTIVITIES WERE SHORTENED FROM SCHEDULED SIX TO FOUR HOURS. 

OULD DADDAHS AIRPORT DEPARTURE CEREMONY APRIL 28 ALSO MORE 
BRIEF THAN USUAL. 

8. JOINT COMMUNIQUE SIGNED YESTERDAY A) HAILED CONCLUSION 
ACP/EEC CONVENTION AS IMPORTANT STEP TOWARD NEW ECONOMIC 
ORDER; 

B) REAFFIRMED NECESSITY OF COOPERATION WITHIN AFRICAN ORGANIZA- 
TIONS, ESPECIALLY ECOWAS, IN WHICH GOM PRESIDENT ASSURED HIS 
GOVERNMENT WOULD PARTICIPATE ACTIVELY; 

C) EXPRESSED SATISFACTION WITH RESULTS OF RECENT OAU MINISTERIAL 
MEETING DAR ES SALAAM AND REAFFIRMED THAT ALL DIALOGUE WITH 
SOUTHERN AFRICAN MINORITY REGIMES SHOULD HAVE PRIOR APPROVAL 
OF AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, "AUTHENTIC REPRESENTATIVES 
OF PEOPLE "; 

D) CONCLUDED ACCORDS CITED PARA 1 (PURPOSE OF "JOINT COMMISSION" 
NOT SPECIFIED); AND 

E) AGREED EYADEMA WOULD VISIT MAURITANIA AT UNSPECIFIED TIME. 

9. OULD DADDAH IN PRESS CONFERENCE AT AIRPORT PRECEDING DEPAR- 
TURE STRESSED AGAIN TIES BETWEEN TOGO'S AND MAURITANIA'S 
POLITICAL PARTIES. ASKED HOW HE ENVISAGED COOPERATION BETWEEN 
ECOWAS AND CEAO, PRESIDENT SAID TWO ORGANIZATIONS WERE CLOSELY 
RELATED EVEN IF NOT IDENTICAL. CONSEQUENTLY, MAURITANIA BELIEVED 
THEY SHOULD SEEK COMMON DENOMINATORS 

FOR COOPERATION IN FIRST STAGE AND FOR EVENTUAL MERGER. OULD 
DADDAH NOTED THAT, BECAUSE TWO GROUPINGS SO SIMILAR, THEIR SEPAR- 
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ATE EXISTENCE COULD LEAD TO CONFUSION. PRESIDENT ATTRIBUTED 
SEPARATION SPANISH SAHARA FROM MAURITANIA TO COLONIAL POWERS. 
HE SAID LOGIC DEMANDS REINTEGRATION OF TWO TERRITORIES, BUT 
NOTED GOM ACTING JOINTLY WITH MOROCCO FOR DECOLONIZATION OF 
SPANISH SAHARA CONFORMING TO UN RESOLUTIONS. 

10. TEXTS OF JOINT COMMUNIQUE AND OULD DADDAH S PUBLIC STATE- 
MENTS BEING POUCHED TO DEPARTMENT AND NOUAKCHOTT. 

1 1 . COMMENT: OULD DADDAH WAS OFTEN OF INSCRUTABLE MIEN IN 
PUBLIC. WE ARE TEMPTED TO SUGGEST THAT HIS AND EYADEMA'S FRE- 
QUENT 

REFERENCES TO RAPPORT BETWEEN TOGOLESE AND MAURITANIAN 
POLITICAL PARTIES WILL MEAN GOM'S ADOPTION OF COSTLY (IN MANPOWER 
AND MEANS) POLITICAL "'ANIMATION.'" FOR SAKE OF OUR COLLEAGUES 
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IN NOUAKCHOTT, AS WELL AS GOM'S ECONOMIC HEALTH, 

WE SINCERELY HOPE NOT. ON OTHER HAND, SHORTENING OF TOGOLESE 
" ANIMATEURS " PERFORMANCES AT INDEPENDENCE DAY CELEBRATION, 

STATE DINNER AND AIRPORT DEPARTURE CEREMONY COULD SIGNIFY OULD 
DADD AH'S FATIGUE WITH THIS KIND OF POLITICAL MANIFESTATION, 

ESPECIALLY SINCE IT OVERPLAYED EYADEMA CULT.
